Fourthly, the occupation by stages of the predomi- 
nantly German territory by German troops will begin on 
October 1. These territories marked on the attached map 
will be occupied by German troops in the following order: 


The territory marked No. | on the Ist and 2d of 
October; the territory marked No. 2 on the 2d and 3d of 
October; the territory marked No. 3 on the 3d, 4th and 
5th of October; the territory marked No. 4 on the 6th and 
7th of October. 


The remaining territories of predominantly German 
character will be ascertained by appointment of the afore- 
said international commission forthwith and will be oc- 
cupied by German troops by October 10. 


Fifthly, the international commission referred to in 
Paragraph (Point) Three will determine the territories in 
which the plebiscites are to be held. These territories will 
be occupied by international bodies until the plebiscite is 
completed. The same commission will fix the conditions 
under which the plebiscite is to be held, taking as basic 
conditions the Saar plebiscite. 


The commission will also fix a date not later than the 
end of November on which the plebiscite will be held. 


Sixthly, final determination of these frontiers will be 
cleared up by the international commission. The com- 
mission will also be entitled to recommend to the four 
powers, Germany, the United Kingdom, France and Italy, 
in certain exceptional cases, minor modifications in the 
strictly ethnographical determination of the zones which 
are to be transferred without plebiscite. 


Seventhly, there will be a right of option into and out 
of the transferred territory, the option to be exercised 
within six months of the date of this agreement. A Ger- 
man-Czechoslovak commission shall determine details of 
the option and consider ways of facilitating the transfer 
of populations and settle questions of principle arising 
from said transfers. 


Eighthly, the Czechoslovak government will, within a 
period of four weeks from the date of this agreement, re- 
lease from their military and police forces any Sudeten 
German who may wish to be released and the Czecho- 
slovak government will, within the same period,. release

A resident of Atlanta since 
1870, he was connected with the 
Singer Sewing Machine Company 
for the first 10 years he lived 
here, serving as inspector for the 
southeastern section. For another 
five years he was engaged in the 
real estate and coal and wood 
business here. 

On February 22, 1888, Mr. Polk 


established a furniture store at 288 


| Decatur street, and later founded 


the Polk Musical Supply Company 
at 441 West Peachtree street, N. E. 
He sold the furniture store 14 
years ago and devoted his full 
time to the music shop, which is 
now operated by his grandson, 
Polk C, Brockman. 
Active in Civic Works. 

He was active in philanthropic 
movements during his business 
career and took the lead many 
times in furthering civic and reli- 
gious enterprises.

RETURN TO SANITY 

Some elements of sanity have at long last 
been injected into the hearts of those who 
would cast the world into a war that could 
have had but one outcome for all involved— 
chaos. The price may have been a big one. But 
not too great if from that purchase will come 
a measure of economic stability and peace on 
earth. Perhaps this will not come, and before 
long the world again will face the dread de- 
cision of war or peace. But that day has been 
postponed and that postponement at least is 
heartening. 

The Munich conference has apparently laid 
the groundwork for a settlement of larger is- 
sues. Czechoslovakia has been but the symbol 
of these deeper problems, and, tragic as the 
loss of territory may be, that country will gain 
in unity and in strength by the excision of 
what could have been orly a smouldering pile 


to serious question. Not infrequently a youth

Der Fuehrer Would Lose in War, 
86 Per Cent of Americans Think 


By DR. GEORGE GALLUP.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Despite 
Chancellor Hitler’s boasts of the 
power of German arms, an over- 
whelming majority of American 
voters think that if England and 
France go to war against Ger- 
many, the Reich will be defeated. 

While the ordinary voter is 
/equipped with no special knowl- 
| edge of military strategy or the 
precise strength of opposing forces, 
| nevertheless the public has a defi- 
‘nite impression that Germany 
could not hold out long enough 
‘economically to win a war against 
'a coalition of powers. As one 
‘sands, put it: “Raw materials and 
voter, echoing the view of thou- 
money would take their toll of 
Germany.” 

The American Institute of Pub- 
lic Opinion, which is conducting 
'an intensive survey of the public’s 
'attitude toward war, asked a cross- 
section of Americans in every sec- 
tion: 

“If England and France go to 
war with Germany, which side 
do you think will win?” 
The vote is: 

England and France 86% 
Germany 14 
“Germany is putting up a good 


bluff,” declares a real estate oper- 
ator in Dayton, Ohio, “but is not 
prepared to win a great war.”

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Young Georgia Author’s 
Book Is Collection of 


Letters.

A Georgia writer has scored 
again in the person of Marian 
Sims, whose fourth nove). “Memo 
to Timothy Sheldon,” is published 
today. Mrs. Sims, who was born 
in Dalton, now lives in Charlotte, 
North Carolina. 

Thoroughly charming and pos- 
sessing an unusual and witty per- 
sonality, the young author says 
that writing her latest book was 
“very easy as it only required 
about three months.” 

“Perhaps it was because it was 
shorter than my others,” she said 
in her hotel room here last night, 
“but I think it was because I ‘ised 
a different style in treating my 
subject. The book is really a col- 
lection of letters written by a 
woman to her husband. Many 
have told me they think the title 
is foolish as no one would know

Mrs. Sims’ other books are 
“Morning Star,” “The World With 
a Fence” and “Call It Freedom.” 

She says that all authors have 
some little idiosyncrasies and hers 
is that she writes all her manu- 
scrips by hand insteed of on the 
typewriter as “it is very easy to 
chew the end of your pencil when 
struggling with an idea instead of 
the cnd of the typewriter.” 

There have been many short 
stories from the pen of the young 
Georgia writer, but she admits that 
writing a book is much more in- 
teresting. 

“All short stories have more or 
less the same plot. In books you 
create the characters and they 
create the plots. Sometimes my 
characters have me worried for 
a while, but they finally find 
themselves.” 

Mrs. Sims has the mental outline 
for another book, but it will be 
some time before she begins work 
again. She says she works from 
9 until 4 o'clock while she is writ- 
ing, but while working on short 
stories she is often tempted to dash 
away for some bit of pleasure. 
Her hobbies are all outdoor sports, 
bridge and gardening. 

She attended Agnes Scott here 
and taught school in Dalton and 
LaGrange. Finding teaching too 
wearing on the nerves, she finally 
gave it up and went into the ad- 
vertising business. She is slim 
and brunette and admits that as a 
child her only proficiency was in 
baseball and horseback riding.
